This is. seemingly, to return to- 


ward Newton's theory of light, which 
preceded the 
undulatory 
theory, 


that has so long 
held away, for 
Newton believed that light consisted 
of very minute particles of some 
kind 'shot out from the sun. 
But 


Newton's idea, wtilch was discarded 
by later physicists, was not funda- 
mentally the same as that now ad- 
vocated under the name of the 
quantum theory- 
According to this theory, the light

in the atoms co~mposin§- the radiat- 
ing body. The atom is supposed to 
be made up of a nucleus consisting 
of a positive electron around which 
revolve a number of negative elec- 
trons the number according with

the nature of the chemical element 
concerned. Thus the hydrogen atom 
.has one negative satellite revolving 
' around ita positive nucleus; the he- 


lium atom has two; oxygen eight, 
and so on up-to Uranium whic^i has 
ninety-two. 
When in a glowing body a change 


takes place causing the electrons in 
the outer part of the atoms to fall 
nearer the nucleus, a certain quan- 
tity of energy is released by virtue 
of the falling of• the electrons from 
a higher to a lower level of poten- 
tial energy, and this lost energy is 
emitted in the form of a light unit. 
How such changes originate can- 
not be discussed here. It would re- 
quire many times as much space as 
is available to make anything like 
a complete 
description 
of this 


theory, but what has been said may 
serve to give some Idea of ita nature. 
R. A. Milllkan has been one of the 
leaders In the investigation, and his 
book on "The 
Electron" 
(revised 


edition) should be consulted, if you 
wish to go into the details of the 
subject. 
In regard to the second part of the 


question, it may be said that if the 
ether Is the medium by which the 
light radiation is conveyed, then its 
presence Is just as necessary within 
as without the atmosphere, for if 
the ether stopped outside the at- 
mosphere there would be no light 
upon the earth—neither sunlight not- 
starlight, nor any Illumination from 
terrestrial sources. 


The ether, or something perform- 


ing the same service as that per- 
formed by the ether, is essential to 
the propagation of light, just as an 
atmospheric medium is essential to 
the conveyance of sounds from the 
surface of the earth to a balloon or 
nn aeroplane at an elevation above 
it. 


If It were possible for us to go 


outside the atmosphere, the most 
tremendous explosion occurring on 
the earth beneath us would make no 
impression on our cars; and sim- 
ilarly the sun's piercing light would 
be invisible wherever there was no 
medium lifce' the earth to convey it. 


The ether does not convey sounds 


as the air does not convey lisfht. and 
for this reason we cannot iiear any 
the tremendous explosions that take 
place on the sun, explosions so pow- 
erful that the earth caught in their 
blnst would be blown about like ,a 
thistle-down.
